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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11 and 21, drawn to a biosensor for bone mineral density 
measurement, classified in class 422, subclass 82.05. 

II. Claims 12-16, drawn to a biosensor for measuring bone mineral density 
comprising a substrate, classified in class 600, subclass 552. 

III. Claims 17-20 and 22, drawn to a method for measuring bone mineral 
density comprising the step of obtaining a test specimen, classified in 
class 600, subclass 449. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Groups I and II are directed to related products. The related 
inventions are distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; 
(2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect because the invention of Group I does not require a 
substrate having at least a cantilever beam disposed thereon, whereas, the invention of 
Group II requires this substrate having at least a cantilever beam disposed thereon.
